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1 . The affidavit filed on November 1 2, 2004 under 37 CFR 1 . 1 31 is sufficient to 
overcome the leda et al reference. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1-9 and 11-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Mohrmann et al in view of Irie et al. Mohrmann et al discloses a cooling system for 
a vehicle in which the electronic controller temporarily stops the engine and operates 
the compressor at the same time. However, Mohrmann et al does not disclose a single 
compressor. Irie et al teaches a single compressor 10 operated by a vehicle engine 1 or 
an electric motor 70. It would be obvious to substitute, for the dual compressors of 
Mohrmann et al, a single compressor driven by two drives, as taught in Irie et al, for the 
purpose of simplifying the construction of the system. 

4. Claims 10 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Mohrmann et al in view of Irie et al as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view 
of leda et al. Mohrmann et al as modified by Irie et al above discloses the claimed 
invention except for the sensor for monitoring the engine speed, leda et al teaches a 
vehicle air conditioning system which includes an engine speed sensor. See column 6, 
lines 60-64. It would be obvious to provide Mohrmann et al with an engine speed 
sensor, in view of leda et al, for the purpose of letting the user know what the engine 
speed is.
